Peanut-Oil Manufacture. 


Consul D. I. Murphy made the rot“ 
lowing report from Borivaux on the 
French peanut-oll industry for ۴۰ 
furtherance of that line cf manufac- 
ture in the United States: 

In a recent article in a Western 
newspaper on the growing of pea- 
nuts, it was stated that tne annual 
value of the peanut crop in Virg'ulr,, 
South Carolina, and Tennessee was 
between $8,000,000 and $10,000.C0u, 
How correct this staemeut may be, 
I have no means of determining, but 
it gave me the idea that a very prof, 
{table industry might be established 
In the manufacture of arachide ,الا‎ 
if such an industry ھا‎ not already in 
existence in the States mentioned. 

Arachide oll, when wel clarified 
and fresh, is preferred to the est 
«live oll for table tse bv many .:eo- 
ple In this part of. France. In Ror- 
Geaux the sales of aracnide exceed 
that of alk other olls—tin fact thoy 
are almost as large as the ‘sales of 
all others combined. Over 50,000 
tons of peanuts are brought to —his 
port every year from the French os- 
nesslous In Africa, the average an- 

iwal value of the peannt (or ara- 
‘hehide) oll manufactured in «his city 
being over $2,000,000, 

Not only is arachide » most cx- 
cellent table oll, palatable, nutritie us, 
and healthful, and very much cheap- 
yer than olive öll, but it کا‎ employed 
almost exclusively ؤ‎ manufac- 
ture of a high-class compound ard. 
For cooking sardines before pat«ing 
in alive ofl, I am told it ALY unstr- 
passed. The best quality of ara- 
chide off ia selling wholesale at about 
eighty or elghty-two cents per gal- 
lon at this time, and lower grades 
from fifty-five to sixty-five cents. 

4 The process of manufacturing the 
oll is simple, the nuts being pressed 
in the same kinds of, pressea use for 
cotton “seed. The oll ıs clarified in 
the same manner as olive all, I. 2., by 
fıtering through layers cf carded 
cotton, the quality depending large, 
ly upon the number of filtarings and 
the degree of.clarification attained. 
ihe residuum is pressed into cakes, 
making an excejlentvan! nutritious 
tood tor cattle The cake is sailing 
at from» fif to eighteen francs 
per 100 kilof or from $2.90 to 
$4.47 for every 220 pounds. 

Thete د۱‎ not a particie of waste in 
the manufacture, The -shells are 
timely ground, mixed with molasses, 
pressed into cake and used as cattle 
food, not 30 good, it is true, as the 
caxe made from the residuum of the 
nuts, but still nutritious, and selling 
for about one-third its price. To 
make @ fuel whioh burns. w 2 اد‎ 
gives t heat, the de 
sro m with coal t and — 
into blocks.

Tuls is not al-‏ 
ways a safe or pleasant ask, as there‏ 
are few animals, however tame, that‏ 
do no object to a collar. To acconi-‏ 
plish this they arp placed in a small‏ 
cage, & rope passed over them, and‏ 
they are then drawn up to the side of‏ 
thé cage, and held while the collar‏ 
and chain is adjusted.‏ 

All felines use their Claws us well 
as their teeth, thus the operation 
requires the utmost caution. The are- 
na or training cage is next brought 
Into play. In this the animals are 
placed one. at a ‘time, and secured 
in such a manner they cannot reach 
one another. There they are lett for 
several days; during this time the 
trainer makes u careful study ot each, 
taking note of his disposition and 
genera) traits of charactér. It often 

urs that one will prove so sullen, 
morose'‘and vicious he will in no wise 
ا‎ ates with the other members, then 

a new one must*be sought and the 
vicious one is doomed to a lite be- 
hind the bars in some zoo or trav- 
eling menagerie. 

The animals selected are usually as 
near of an age tp one another as pos- 
‘sible. After’ they havé become thor- 
‘oughly acquainted they are all remov- 
ed except one, and the collar is tak- 
en off. The ‘trainer enters. the cage 
holding a chair in due hand, which 
is ripia: as a shield in case the 70٤ 

mal should suddenly spring upon h 
and a stout whip in the other. 

About the first lesson they are tau 

About the fir’ lesson they aré 
taught is to mount a pedestal, which 
Js hung upon the bars a short dis- 
tance from the floor. If the animal is 
not too vici and will allow himself 
to be approached, the trainer begins 
to caress and call him by name. This 
gives him to understand he Is not an 
enemy but a friend, as nearly all ani- 
mals fight only through fear? 

After the animal fully understands 
what is required of him, and will 
mount the pedestal at the word of 
commana, another member of the 
group is then introduced and taught 
in like manner; As each in turn has 
learned his first lesson, the pedestal 
is placed at different heights and ail 
are taught to pads from one ta the 
other, thus forming a pyramid. Jump- 
ing through hoopa is taught by holding 
the hoop first very low, allowing che 
animal to merely step through. Once 
accustomed to this the hoop is raised 
a ttle at & time until the desired 
height is reached. 

In teaching them to roll a ball, the 
ball is placed nest to the bars, com - 
pelling the animal to pass over it. 
After he becomes used to this, the 
same as any other next Object introduc- 
ed. the wnip is use” by striking” in 
front’ ot the animei, He naturally 
stops and remains standing on the 
ball. The teaching of جب‎ trick re- 
quires many days ot patience on the 
part.of the trainer. 

Training such a group is no child's 
play, few trainers seldom escape the 
unpleasant experience of being leap- 
ed upon in anger by some of their 
pupils.’ It therefore requires to make 
a successful trainer a man of powerful 
physique, cool nerves and unerring 
judgment. In order to understand 
just how far one animal can be driv- 
en without retaliating, it often be- 
comes necessary when an 8 
temper has been aroused to case work 
forra time until te again becomes 
passive. Lack of Knowledge along the 
Une has often been the cause of train- 
ers receiving serious injuries and in 
some cases actually ‘killed.

Houschold Suggestions. 
To clean . frying-pan, rub with 
a dard crust «f bread and wash with 
hot water and washing soda. Never 
scrub it or the next food fried in it 
will be likely to stick. 


To clean enamelled or granite} 
utensils whose contents have been al- |. 
lowed to burn, fill with cold water, 
add a ples of washing soda the size 
of an egg, and heat to boiling ‘joint. 
Wash at once, as the burned parts 
will then be more easily cleansed. 


Tinware should be washed in soapy | 


water, rinsed, then dried with a tow- 
el. Drying tinware on the stove 
darkens and sometimes melts it.

cut through the soft metal and soon 
wear it out 


To clean woodenware, wash in 
hot, -oapy water and ûry thoroughly.

Tables, 
bread and pastry boards, may e 
scrubbed the way of the grain w 
fine sand, being careful to thoroughly 
rinse it all away afterwards.

Up to the time, in 
Aust “last, when Dy G. F. Kans 
o, Tiffany's made his first scientific 
report of the discovery of the. feld.“ 
about 140 diamonds had been picked 
up. but since then ‘go report Aas been 
made of what further quantity has 
been found. It is known, however, 
that the operating companies have 
reached a depth of 200 feet, and 89 
peridotite rock shown no signs of 
elther change or giving out. It fè 
also definitely known that a depth of 
15 feet below the surface good-sized 
diamonds have been found in the 
rock, or matrix.“ 

Of the 140 diamonds that were 
found up to August last, they ranged 
in color from the purest white, like 
the so-called "river stones? of South 
Africa, to tinted brown, gray, others 
almost black and yellow, some of the 
latter being of a pure lemon color, 
The largest stone found. thus tar, 
weighed 6 1-4 carats, this being an 
absolutely pure pellucid white, free 
from inclusions, while others weigh- 
ed 6 carats, ssveral 6. 4 and 3, while 
the smallest ranged down to 1-64 
carat, the general average being 
avout 1 carat. 

As to just what commercial value 
this eld“ has, o one whose opinion 
is of value, will hazard a guess now. 
It bas already, however, caused Dr. 
Kunz to revise the opinion he ët- 
pressed in his book on diamonds, 
published seventeen years ago, as to 
the lack of the probability of these 
precious stones ever beling an im- 
portant mineral product of this coun- 
try. The future of this genuine dia. 
mond field, which ts of the same 
formation precisely as the famous 
“blue ground” of, the Kimberly 
mines, lies now In thé hands of the 
companies who are operating them. 

When a Little\ Rock jeweler cams 
East a year ago with samples of the 
diamonds found in Murfreesboto he 
was surprised to learn that Dr. Kun 
and the other Government gem en- 
perta knew far more about the Ar- 

fields than the persons who 
Hved there. 

That this “field” ot peridotite was 
not strange to Dr. Kuns is explained 
by the fact that it was first described 
as long ago as 1842 by: the State 
Geologist ot Arkansas, and was sub- 
sequently “mapped” by another 
geologist in that State's employ. But 
nothing was ever done to find if the 
preciou. atones were th the rock da- 
til the chance discovery in the sum- 
mer of 1906. Dirmonds have been 
found from time to time in this coun-

Moral Transformation A And Improvement 
Reported From Georgia From 
New Prohibition Law. 


Rev. Junius W. Millard, pastor 
Ponce de Leon Avenue Baptist 0 
of Atlanta; Georgia, who was for nine 
years in charge of the Futaw Place 
Baptist Ohurolf of Baltimore, ‘has 
written the following letter to The 
Baltimore Naws ouncerning the oper- 
ation of prohibition in Georgia: 
My attention has been on led to a 
letter in a recent ieaue of The Newa, 
written from Douglasville, Ga., and 
signed by Dr. O. Waldkoenig of Balsi- 
more, in which be makes certain ob- 
servations as to the workings of the 
prohibition law in Georgia, declaring 
that it does not prohibit in the case 
of the ricoh whites, but it seems to 
deprive only the poorerolass of whites 
and negroes” of their liquor. 

As a former Baltimorean, now liv- 


ing in Atlanta, Iam interested in thir f 


thing too, and want tosay in passing 
that if the law succeeds only in keep- 
mg whiskey from the poor and the 
vicious it has gone a tremendous way 
toward being a splendid success. It 
is the poof that can least afford drink. 
nod their families who suffer ‘moat 
from its effects. and I, for one, am 
glad that the temptation of the open 
saloon has. at length been removed 
from before them. 

Asa result of prohibition among the 
poor whites, I know af a man whose 
little lame boy uead to rida t Sunday 
School in a goat cart, wlfotiew drives 
in a Leatt wagon 0۷۷۳0 a, good 
horse; and both horse and wagon are 
paid for, eino ende went into 
effect. 

Dr. Waldk benig ia right, ‘tod, when 
he says that the new law deprives the 
negroes of drink. ‘A perfect trans- 
formation bes been wrovght in A;. 
lanta since the firat of Jauuary. The 
vicious negro thet was a menace to 
every rome in the State, a perfect 
frebrand of evil when inflamed by 
mean whiskey, has either left the State 
or toned down under the new order of 
things. Decatur street where the 
Atlanta riot started, the result of 

whiskey, is hardly recognisable. It 
has been cleaned up, and is now as 
tespectable and quiet a thqroughfare 


as is to be- found in, all the oity. All“ 


"retail shops that cater to the negroes 
rpport better business, prompter pay- 
ments and larger tals. 


Fine Effect On Grime. 

All this haa had a wonderfal effect 
on crime. For the fitut time in the 
history of the City Jail there was not 
a single: prisoner iw the big prison on 
January . In this the effect of pro- 
hibition fa clearly to be geen; ID Jan- 
vary of last year there were before 
the Police Court 1668 prisoners, of 
whom 84 were charged with drunken 
ness, Düring January of this your 
there were 768 prisoners, of whom 
only 94 were obarged with incozioa-. 
tion. Often nowadays the court ad- 
Jon rus by 9 o’clock in the morning. 
You, indeed, the Dostor is right. The 
poor whites, the negroes and the via- 
fous classes, who suffered most by the 
Onlimited sale of whiskey, have been 
enormously benefitted. k 

But I must take friendly laaue with 
him when he says that there fa much 
golog on in the way of “‘bilnd-tiger”’ 
business. There is some, of course, 
jn Georgia, for the trade in whiskey 
is in ita ver) nature an outlaw.: There 
is 1111016 trade in whishev carried on 
right there in Baltimore where you 
have the open saloon end well as con- 
stant selling to minors and on Sun - 


days. You can’t put a law against |: 


liquor on the statute books that will 
not be constantly broken. But the 
records of our police courta show that 
the blind-tiger buaimess is practically 
infinitesimal, jurta little here and a 
little there. (Aud the people would 
rather have the tiger blind than open 
éyed and active.) The law is being 
executed as well as any law can be 
jest as woll as the law agaiost murder 
theft. And we are not going to, 
اخ‎ the law because it Îs sometimes 
broken any more than ve are going 
to repeal those law because they are 
sometimes broken. 
All the old saloon property that le 
worth using is being changed into 
stores and offices for legitimate trade. 
Real estate is higher, now than aver 
befors in the history of Atlan. All 
dur banks are in-reasing ghoir capital 
stock, and the oity in on a boons. 
Georgia will never retotn to the 
open saloon. Our people the ensl- 
er today then. at any time since the 
Otvil War, 


cestor County, as to whethet or not 
saloons shall be allowed to exist is 
drawing to a close aod Saturday wil 
dedide the question,’ Those opposed 
to the sale of intoxicants claim that 
the fight bas deen Won, and that 
Worcester will give a large majority 
for the; Drys, and reports from all 
over ths County would seem to justi- 
fy this prediction. Thee seems to 

be some fear that the saloon people 
will flood the County with money, 
and attempt to stem the tide of publit 
sentiment by this means. In comnec- 
tion with this it might de interesting 
to review the fight in Salisbury that 
resulted in the wiping out of this 
traffic. Here, as is well khown, 
money was so plentiful that it could 
not be all used up. On election day 
the saloon men claimed when the polls 
wore closed, that they had a majority 
in the ballot bones of close to two 
hundred, The “Drys” admitted this 
olaim, if all the persons that were 
bought voted according to their in- 
structions. One of the most prominent 
leadera af the Auti-Saloon forces prac- 
tically threw ophis hands and said, 
d' are beat, our Own men tell us that 
if thy Liquor men get the votes they 
have paid for they Will carry the elen- 
tion by from 195 to 200. The result 
showed that these claims were revers- 
ed for when the votes were counted 
the پا‎ had won by about the esti- 
mated wet majority. rs 

The lesson in this may be ۷ it 

is impossible to bay men to vote 
against a moral issue when their con- 
sciences are aroused and their opinion 
unbiased by the influencs of money, 
would be strougly WWolnst the sale of 
intoxicating beverages. Even if 
money is used in Worcester County, 
it is probable that jhe men there 
would adopt the same course as was 
done here—take the man and then 


vote as they would bare voted ány- 
way. ۱ 


On questiona of this kind thore is 
always an attempt to mislead the 
people as to the intention of those 
who are against the sale of liquor, 
one of the commonest i1 the on) that 
an attempt is being made.to carb the 
individual rights of mankind and for- 
bid his use of alcohol in any form. 
This ie an entirely erroneous view 
and is only given ont with the inten- 
tion to mislead aud deceive. There is 
many aman opposed to the sald of 
liquor on the grouuds that the saloons 
ate a public nuisance and as auch 
ought to be abdlished. Men who will 
not question the rights of anyone to 
keep liquor jo his home and to takora 
drink of it whenever be feels like it, 
bat who seriously nbjeçt to the streets 
and public: highways being made a 
placo of carouss! and unseemly ocon- 
duct—men who object to the streets 
being mado- unsafe on account ot 
drunken. men, and unfit for wita, 
daughter or children to traverse. 
These men believe that the license sa- 
loon is the chit? cause for this con- 
dition and they want a change made 
so that they or their, familfes can 
walk in any and all places without 
the danger of being insulted by those 
“who have been filled up at some pub - 
Ho botse. These men have no inten- 
tion of infringing upon the private 
rights of any wan aa to its use. but 
are opposed to its sale on the grounds 
of public policy, public aafety and 
publio morals.

He was in a cheerful mcod 
and his general oondition, outside of 
the erysipelas, seemed to have impro- 
vod. 


Blood Potsonthg Tho Cause. 


The death of Senator Whyte was 
onused by the blood poisoning resnit- 
ing from the erysipelas, as the germ 

of that disease, when it infects the 
blood, ia one of the mast dangerous 
ones feared by medical men. It is 
the same germ that caused Dr. Trim- 
dle's death. Usually the erysipelas 
confines itself to the skin, coming 
usually in the face and spreading. 

Sometimes, however, it gets below 
the skin and into the blood and is 
is what; Dr, Dabney and other phy- 
claus think, was tho oause of the 
Senator's death.

No Marine Industry, in These Days 
Brings Such Hazarde—Daily Dur- 
ing the Sealing Season Hundreds 
of Men Risk the Dangerous ice 
Flows. * 


There is a seal fishery which has 
a tar longer existence than the 
fur-seal fishery of the Pacific, and en- 
joys greater vitality, and tnat is the 
hair-seal fishery of Newfoundland and 
Labrador. No marine industry in 
these days brings such hazards to 
crews and ships as this one. Daily 
during the sealing season hundreds of 
men risk their lives on the floes, and 
the vessels face: arct{e “nips” which 
‘oluen crush them. When the hunt op- 
ens, stout steamers, bullt for this 
fishery and carrying 5,000 men, aalt 
from various porta in quest of mighty 
floes swept south from Greenland. 
Somewhere amid these the herds will 
be found, the mothers having mounted 
tue ice to drop thelr young, which 
are cradled there, the parents fishing 
in tlie adjacent waters for their gub- 
@istence. The seal-ships must ven- 
ture amid the floes for thelr quarry, 
aud the seal-men must hunt these 
“pinnipeds,” as scientists call them 
across the frozen wastes, subjected to 
all the perils of such a pursuit, with- 
out tents or other shelter, fire, or 
the means of making any, and no 
chance of retreat to their ships if a 
blizzard besets ‘them when they are 
far from the vessels, and often they 
go six or elght miles across tne crys- 
tal wastes in the excitement of the 
bunt. 

The crews always start off at day- 
break and remain out till night. They 
are clad in flannel underwear and can- 
vas outer garb, but carry no over- 
coats, that they may travel tue easler, 
and take along only a little food, for 
the same reason. Hence, when bliz- 
azrds assaill, they are ill provided to 
defy them, and it the storm is pro- 
loyged, they cannot withstand the ri- 
gors of a night on the floe, with its 
benumbing cold and gnawing hunger. 
Never a year passes but some seal- 
ship will shelter ten or twelve hun- 
dred men for a night or two, the 
whole assemblage on the floes making 
for the nearest steamer when storm 
or fog threatens, lest they lose their 
way in. trying to reach their own and 
fall victims to the perils with which 
they are engirt. 

One ot the most serious tragedies in 
the annals of this Industry befell the 
crew of the steamer Greenland on 
March 29, 1898: Up off Labrador at 
this time winter has by no means 
spent its fury; and on this eventful 
day, while her two hundred men were 
scattered over the floes, a blinding 
snowstorm began, with a startling 
drop in tlle temperature, the vessel 
was driven helplessly seaward, and 
the hapless crew were lert to their

Foundation-comb is the beekeep:
